News dispatches state that a violent 
bombardment of the advanced forts of | 
Nish was begun on Wednesday, No- 
vember 38, by the Bulgarians, who 
finally captured Nish-Kavola, a village 
a few miles to the northeast. : 

With Kraguyevatz in the hands of 
the Germans, the Serblans must now 
be concentrating on the Kraguyevatz- 
Kralievo-Uzice Railway, with the road 
behind them to Novi Bazar as a possi- 
ble means of communication 

The fate of the Serbian contingent 
defending the northeast corner on the 
Danube is unknown. <A junetion at 
this place has been reported between 
the German and julgarian cavalry. 
Thus the position of the Serblans is 
desperate. They are, as their men be- 
sieged in the heart of Serbia, sur 
rounded by advancing hosts. 

In Serbian Macedonia General Boy- 
ovitch’s command has had to abandon 
the Kachanik positions. This leaves 
the Plain of Kessovo open to Bulga- 
rian invasion. 

A severe defeat of the French forces 
northeast of Prilep by the Bulgarians 
is reported by Berlin, which states 
that part of the French army was 
routed and the rest made prisoners. 
The first of the French prisoners are 
reported at Kustendil in Bulgaria. 

French reports claim victories at 
Babuna Pass and Prelip. 

The French front extends to Mount 
Babuna and eastward to Krivolak in 
order to help the Serblans who are de- 
fending Babuna pass. 

There are 20,000 Serbian troops in 
Albanian territory ready to repress 
any hostile movement by the natives.

Washington.—The United States in 
its latest note to Great Britain, made

A series of remarkably successful 
and interesting experiments were con- 
ducted by the United States signal 
corps at the recent maneuvering in 
Massachusetts in maintaining a wire 
less aerial by means of box kites and 
thereby increasing the efficiency of an 


; ordinary fleld wireless outfit from six 
; to sixteen times. The tests were con- 


ducted by Samuel F. Perkins, a mak- 

er and flyer of man-lifting kites. 
Favorable strong and steady winds 

enabled Mr. Perkins to send up a 


string of kites to an altitude of 1,690 
feet. Messages transmitted from the 
set of fleld wireless attached to this 
kite-supperted aerial were received 
150 miles away with distinctness, al- 
though the organs range.of the set 
was only 26 filles. One thing that 
aided materially in obtaining this re- 
sult was the fact thet the kites flew 
so. steadily that the aerial was always 
Maintained at a constant altitude. 

Quite as remarkable as the sen‘ding 
power of the wireless was its receiv- 
ing quality. Messages were received 
with distinctness from the battleship 
Georgia while off Newport and from 
the government station at Arlington, 
Va., and Bermuda. 

These experiments were but the 
Orst of a long series that will be con- 
ducted, and it is the belief of those 
who are interested in the matter that 
they will lead to a system by which 
the range of the ordinary field wireless 
will be materially increased. United 
States government and Marconi offi- 
cials are following the experiments 
closely.—Scientific American.

Economically considered, all these 
men are idle, for they are producing 
no wealth. For Great Britain their 
number has been calculated at some- 
thing like half the total working popu- 
lation. The proportion is probably 
about the same for‘the cther belliger- 
ents, except Russia, where it is s0ome- 
what lower. 

Suppose something like half the 
gainfully employed population of the 
United States struck work, sat down 
and twiddled their thumbs for two or 
three years, being supported in idle- 
ness by the government during that 
period. Suppose there was some de- 
struction of real property by blowing 
up bridges, throwing explosives into 
factories, burning villages. Suppose 
there was a very high casualty and 
mortality rate among the idlers. Our 
economic position would then be about 
like Europe’s. The government would 
be borrowing {mmense sums to sup- 
port its millions of pensioners, and ouy 
problem woutd be to offset the drain 
as much as possible by levying on 
labor that is not normally employed 
productively—the surplus labor of 
women, children, the aged and the halt 
—and by economizing in all possible 
ways.—Saturday Evening Post.
